pressure Red China to agree to 
an Indochina ceasefire to avoid 
goading the Allies into a war from 
which Moscow itself could not be 
expected to escape 


The warning also indicated, these 
officials said, that the British are 
willing to back a united action 
plan in Southeast Asia if tho Ge­ 
neva talks fall to produce a satis 
factory truce. 
Britain’s refusal to support tho 
U. S.-proposed Southeast Asia alli­ 
ance while the conference still is 
in progress produced one of the 
most serious Anglo American pol­ 
icy splits in years. 
The Communists at Geneva nat­ 
urally seized upon it to press for 
the most favorable possible terms 
for a ceasefire. When this strategy 
became clear, British Foreign Soc 
jretary Anthony Eden is understood 
to have told Red China's Foreign 
Minister Chou En-Lai tnat he was 
over-playing his hand at the risk 
of U. S. military intervention and
